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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 5 is objected to because of the following informalities: typo error, line 1 , 
"claim 1" should be "claim 2". Claim 5 should depend on claim 2 not claim 1 which has 
been cancel. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claim 36 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wilkinson 
(USPN 3,146,559). Wilkinson discloses a power cleaning and sanding machine for 
finishing floor comprising a frame 12, a plurality of floor finishing units 40 mounted on 
the frame 12, a jack 16 attached to the frame 12 for adjusting a height of the frame 12 
with respect to the floor to be finished to adjust the height of the plurality of floor 
finishing units 40 (note Fig. 4, col. 3, line 1 to col. 4, line 40). 

4. Claim 40 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Albers et al 
(USPN 943,727). Albers et al discloses a power cleaning and sanding machine for 
finishing a floor comprising a frame F, a plurality of links 12 pivotably mounted to the 
frame F, a plurality of floor finishing units 14 being pivotably mounted to the frame F via 
the plurality of links 12 so as to expose a bottom of the floor finishing units 14 for 
servicing thereof (note Fig. 1 , col. 2, line 85 to col. 3, line 63). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 2-11, 13-16 and 37-39 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments, see Remark, page 13, line 1 to page 14, line 7, filed on 
12 November 2004, with respect to claims 2, 10 and 13 have been fully considered and 
are persuasive. The rejection of claims 2, 10 and 13 has been withdrawn.
